Big Waukegan 
Furniture Store 

The Schwartz Furniture company 
was wiped out ijy a fire which start- 
ed at 4 : 10 Monday afternoon and 
Waukegan had the worst and most 
spectacular blaze that has taken 
place since the Sugar Ilefinery flre 
some years ago. 

Roughly estlmaed, the total loss Is 
$239,000.00, with but a total of ?44.- 
000 Insurance. 

The nve-story building, with 95-ft. 
frontage on Genesee street just at 
tho south end of Genose bridge prov- 
ed to bo a fiery furnace onco it got 
under way and out of control of the 
combined Arc fighting apparatus of 
.Waukegan, North Chicago and Great

The building was G5 feet deep and 
stood two stories above the street lev-

Justices Too Numerous, 

Plea at Board Meeting 



"Ail dressed up and few places to 
go" win he the predicament of elop- 
ing lovers who come to Lake county 
to get 'married according to a throat 
voiced In this morning's session of 
the Board of Supervisors. 

"There are too many Justices of tho 
peace la tho country sections," de- 
clared Supervisor Flcke. "Tliero

Supervisor Flcke, is a police magis- 
trate. 

Comment on the justice of tho 
peace supply was brought forth by 
tho ilnnnclal report road before tho 
board. The Justice fees' fund had 
$1,500 appropriated to it In Septem- 
ber and of this amount $1,214 has al- 
ready been expended. Tboroforo, the 
Justices have only $28G on which to 
draw for tho coming bIx months. It 
is expected that added appropriations 
for this fund will have to bo made. 

Police magistrates In tho country 
are living from hand to mouth be- 
cause the Justices get all the cases, 
was the picture painted at the super- 
visors meeting.

Every firm, person or corporation 
in ilUnolB carrying passengers or 
freight In motor vehicles, for hire, 
operating regularly on (Ixed or de- 
finite routes or improved highways, la 
ronulred to pay a "prorata license 
fee, as provided In section OA of the 
motorvehlcle law," according to an 
opinion of Attorney General Edward 
J. Urundagc, delivered to Secretary 
of State Louis L. Emmerson, 

"Section 9A of the motor vehicle 
law," Mr. Brundago said, "applies to 
all vehicles, trailers and semitrailers 
used forcarrying freight for hire and 
also all vehicles, trailers and send- 
trallers of the second division, as de- 
scribed In section No. 2 of said net, 
used for carrying passengers for* hire 
and operating regularly. 

"The second division of section 
No. 2 of said act includes these vohl- 
cloa which are designed and used for 
pulling and carrying freight, and also 
those vehicles or motor ears which 
are designed and used for tho carry- 
ing of more than seven persona." 

Prior to the amendment approved 
Juno 29, 1923, section 9A provided, 
Mr. Brundago said, tliat for tho uso 
of all vehicles of the classes above 
mentioned an additional license fee 
ahould be paid monthly, "on or be- 
fore the tenth of each month" for the 
proceeding calendar month. "This 
provision he continued, "was changed 
by tho amendment so as to provide 
as follows:

Fight Is on to

The American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company has begun to close 
down all but forty of tho CGIt radio- 
phone broadcasting stations in this 
country. Several days, ago It quietly 
filed complaint and summons against 
Marcus Loew and George Schubel, 
operators of radio station WHN, ask- 
ing for a permanent Injunction a- 
gainst further broadcasting by the 
Loew station. 

Charles Popo Caldwell, general 
counsel for tho Hadlo Broadcasting 
society of America, an organization 
of Independent broadcasters repre- 
senting Loew and Schubel, said: 

"Tills is going to be a hard fight. 
We will combat this action of the A. 
T. & T. with every resource at our 
command." 

Tile companya patent attorney said. 
"WHN la infringing upon our patent 
rights by broadcasting. Thoy aro 
notj-he only ones. Only about forty 
of the sua broadcasting stations tlmt 
have been licensed by us aro not In- 
fringing on patents wo control. We 
are going ahead in this injunction 
suit, confident of our stand. , 

"We do not wish to prosecute 400 
or COO stations at once, so we aro 
bringing ihe first suit against WHN, 
All have had the opportunity to get 
licenses from us. WHN was given a 
warning some time ago. but showed 
no inclination to do anything but go 
on and broadcast." 1

Planning association, held at tho City 

club In Chicago. 

William Luke of Wheatland, Wis., 
was -the spokesman for tho Kenosha 
delegation which submitted this idea. 
The others in the delegation wero 
Nicholas J. Roders and Jacob Her- 
mann. 

"The northeast part of Illinois and 
the southeast part of Wisconsin taken 
together probably have the greatest 
layout for a wild game preserve that 
could be found anywhere In the coun- 
try," said Mr. Luke. "It couldn't be 
duplicated. There are the lakes and 
the hills. Much of our lake shore — I 
moan of these lakes in northern Illi- 
nois and southern Wisconsin, not 
merely the shore of the big lak& — is 
still nfcesslblo to the public. We have 
all kinds of game and fish, and tho 
land could be gotten cheap for such 
preserves, which would be as fine 
playgrounds aa the forest preserves 
and public parks. 

"Any one driving through northern 
Illinois and southern Wisconsin will 
appreciate tho need of regional plan- 
ning. It is too bad It baa not been 
done before. If wo had had a planning 
commission In yeara past it could 
have done oceans of good.

CLOSES DEAL FOR 

STATE HATCHERY 



W. J. Stratton of Lake County, 
state fish and game warden, last week 
cloaed tho deal for th(4 purchase of 
tho site at the Blackberry dam west 
of the proposed Hah hatchery. Tho 
deeds and abstracts were signed and 
taken to Springfield by Stratton. 
whore only tho routine matters will 
have to he taken care of to have the 
property poss Into the hands of the 
state. The consideration wna $9,000. 

Work on the hatchery will bo start- 
ed In tho spring. Mr. Stratton told 
the people at Yorkvllle. Ho said that 
the site is Ideal for a hatchery and 
that it can be developed Into one of 
the best In tho middle west. 

The hatchery at Yorkville is one of 
three for which appropriation was 
made by the last state legislature. 
One will be located in the southern. 
one In the central, and one In the 
nnrthem part of the state. 

There are about twenty ncrca of 
land in the site. This includes an 
old mill, which can be converted Into 
use for tho hatchery, and a substan- 
tial rock and concrete dam about ton 
feet high. Altho the property in- 
cludes a Inrgf- n\ill pond above the 
dam, tho llsb ponds will l)o built be- 
low the dam on a large flat.

PIro, which broke out shortly after 
3 o'clock Friday night at tho Lake- 
aide hotel, Druce's Lake burned until 
the early hours of the morning, com* 
plelely destroying tho hotel, a laun- 
dry building and damaged two other 
structures. The total loss was oatl- 
mated at about {15,000. Besides the 
four buildings In which the flames 
raged 20 cottages were threatened, 
tho work of a bucket brigade and tho 
Grayalako fire department saving the 
cottages. 

The blaze started In tho hotel build- 
ing being diacovcrcd at 8:15 o'clock 
by Lewis Brlckman, proprietor of tho 
general store at Druce Lake. It'broko 
out on the roof. An overheated chim- 
ney is believed to have been tho 
cause. 

From the hotel tho flames spread 
to tho laundry building, Ice house and 
a cottage adjacent to these buildings. 

Upon discovering the hotel a mass 
of names iJrickman, whose store Is 
about 300 feet from the hotel site ran 
to the hostelry and notilled those in 
tho place. Charles 1. Kennedy, the 
proprietor of the hotel and owner of 
laundry and ice house, and his wife 
and four children were there at tho 
lime. There wore no guests. 

Ilricknian called the GravRlak'e vol- 
unteer di.'partment and In the mean 
time organized a bucket brigade lo 
light the lire. There wore several hini- 
drcd men in»the brigade during the 
course of the evening and early morn- 
ing hours. 

The hotel Is but 150 feet from tho 
lake, but as the lake was frozen It 
was the dllllcult matter lo get water 
to light the fire, It first being neces- 
sary, according (o llrlckman, to n .t 
Ice to a depth of 20 Inches before tho 
water supply was available. 

The holol and laundry buildings 
were burned to tho ground, Tho roof 
of the ice house was burned and It ts 
feared that much of the Ice will melt 
away. There was expensive niachln- 
cry In the laundry which was ruined. 

The. cnttage damaged by fire was 
the Htiuniier home of Dr. (ichardt, a 
Chicago physician. It la located 50 
feet north of (he hotel. 

The 20 cottages tliroatoned are sit- 
uated south and east of the hotel. 
Crews of men were stationed at each 
t)f tho cottages and as soon as tho 
sparks hit -the roofs of the.se build- 
ings they wero bruahed off, being all 
that prevented tlie cottages from 
burning down. Only two were occup- 
ied, the others being summer homes. 

The :irc' cotdd be so-.-n for miles 
and hundreds of persons from var- 
ious parts of the county drove lo the 
ucuno of the llro and asaisted In 
fighting tho (lames, which spread rap- 
idly being fanned by a strong wind. 

A piano and viclrola wero carried 
from the hotel hullding, uverything 
else being destroyed.

Tax Reduction 
Bill Now Up 
to the Senate 



The tax reduction bill as passed by 
tho House of Representatives la now 
before tho Finance comnilttoo of the 
Senate. In juat what shape that bill 
win pass the Senate la problematical. 
Just what tho rates will be no one 
can determine. The results rests 
largely with tho people of tho nation. 
If they demand of their representa- 
tives and senators that a real, not a 
political tax reduction plan bo passed 
tho people will bonellt by such legis- 
lation. 

President CooIIdge, In his speech 
on Lincoln's Day in New York stated 
the case very clearly when he feald: 
"But tho people must understand this 
la their fight. They alone can win It. 
Unless thoy make their wishes 
known to tho Congress without re- 
gard o parly this bill will not pass.
